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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants argue that Farrow fails to teach 
applying seam tape along a membrane adapted for use as a roofing membrane. In response, this limitation of "adapted for use as a 
roofing membrane" in claim 1 is written as intended use of the sheets made using the claimed method. Limitations with respect to the 
structure of the claimed membrane should be considered by applicant. Applicants argue that Farrow fails to teach cutting through the 
seam tape and the membrane in that Farrow perforates along the central portion. Jn response, perforating is a form a cutting and claim 1 
does not indicate that the two sheets are completely separate sheets after cutting. Limitations with respect to the cutting step should be 
considered by applicant. 
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
